CATTLE RAISING IN TEXAS. 


A stranger coming to Texas would be al- 


most of tho opinion that cattlo must spring 
up out of tho earth, or bo blown over the 
land by the fierce northers. 
Every steamer 


that leaves for New Orleans carries its deck 
load of cattle, and half the m<iu to bo mot 
on the streets wear tho long spears nud carry 
the cattlo whips which indicate tho ranch- 
men of tho prairie. Tho raising of cattlo 
Beams to bo the main staple in this section 
of tho 
state, whilst many of those en- 


gaged in it do no t own au 
aero of 


laud. 
They 
brand 
and 
mark 
their 


cnttlo ftiul turn thorn loose on tho uninclosed 
prairies to multiply nud increase. A part of 
those prairies belongs to private parties, but 
tho majority are the public lands of tho 
state. 
\Yo heard this morning of ono cattlo 


raiser who claims that ho will havo seventy, 
five thousand calves tn brand this season, 
who 1ms no inclosed pasture, but tunia his 
cattle loose. 
JIo claims to havo branded 


sixty threo thousand last year, and seventy 
thousand the 
preceding 
year. 
HtiH, in 


all this groat cow country it is 
almost 


impossible 
to 
got 
a 
drink 
of 


milk, or sufficient for a cup 
of coffee. At 


Galveston it costs ono dollar per, gallon. 
Tho cows raise their own calves, which aro 
allowed to consume nil the milk. A calf is 
never killed before it is a year old. 


There is now, however, an effort making 


to compel all parties to koop thoir cattlo in 
inclosed pasturcn, and take thorn up off tho 
public lauds. It is argued that they should 
bo compelled to buy tho public lauds for 
tlioir pastures Tind not bo allowed to lot thoir 
cattle roam at largo. It is called tho "Fence 
law," and imposes a tax on the owners of all 
cattle found at largo after a certain date, 
equal to tho tax that would be duo to tho 
state if it wero owned by privato parties. 
Farmers aro not required to fence thoir lands 
but can recover damages for tho trespass of 
cattle in their fields. Tho superiority of 
cattle fattened in inclosed pastures, and 
their enhanced value in tho New Orleans 
and Havana markets, will, however, soon 
compel those who keep their cattlo running 
at large to either secure inclosed pastures or 
quit the business. Tho keeping of cattlo in 
pastures is a comparatively new enterprise, 
audit has met with marked success every- 
where that it has been adopted. 


This whole business of turning cattle loose 


with brands is regarded ns a very demoraliz- 
ing process, leading to all manner of fraud 
and rascality, but wo will give a inoro detail- 
ed account of it wlieii we reach the ueart of 
the cattlo region, where wo hopo to arrive 
tomorrow if tho wind is favorable, and tho 
mail boat don't postpone its departure.— 
[Cor, Baltimore American. 


WINDOW GARDENING. — This is nn oppeoial- 


!y appropriate senson of the year, to make 
tho windows beautiful with plants. 
Thoro 


is great pleasure in bringing spring indoors 
by collecting tho flowers which nro now in.

Window gardening is delightful 


in winter time; never thole ss, there tho hard- 
iest plants Buffer more or less for fresh air.

Tho plants now in blossom 
aro the hyacinth, narcissus, tulip, daffodil, 
cencinnria, heath, violets, lilies of the valley, 
and sovernl other varieties, which nro charm- 
lug nn companions in the sitting 
room. 


Shallow cigar boxes nro very useful 
for 


planting seeds, andean bo arranged to look 
lico in the windows. In two or three weeks 
from this time it will bo proper to plant 
nigtioiielto nud sweet elysium, those fra- 
grant nud most suitable plants for window 
JOXCR. 
The vino needs should then bo put 


u tho hanging baskets. They nro the most 
lardy vine. 'Jho morning glory is easily 
cultivated nnd is exceedingly graceful iu leaf 
nud flower. 
It will grow readily in n sunny 


window. 
Violets early flowering snowdrops 


anemones, forget-mo-not, and primroses are 
:ho best plants for culfcnro iu outside win- 
low boxes. Tho exquisite loveliness of Iho 
roso will not, permit it ,to be omitted from 
,he window garden, notwithstanding it is 
with difficulty kept in n thriving condition. 
Tea and Chiun roses are tho best adopted for 
culture in boxes.} N.
